TORRINGTON, Conn. un — The 
flood disasters have dealt a blow 
to any idea that politicians have 
Tittle to do except smoke big cigars 
^ n d lead lives of ease. 
The new look applies from the 
top officials down to the lowliest 
sewer commissioner in the small­ 
est cmmunities. 
They really have been putting 
out since the floods struck the 
Northeast a week ago. Many have 
slept scarcely a wink since then. 
Ordinarily you scarcely give a 
thought to your water commission- 
»er. The water usually 
runs all 
•righ t, so what has he got to do? 
But, came the disaster. Then the 
people of the stricken communities 
learned that the local water and 
sewer commissioners actually were 
acquainted with the whole piping 
system, where the breaks were and 
how to get them fixed. The health 
officials were right on the job. 
President Eisenhower symbolized 
concern of public officials when he 
^broke off his Colorado vacation to 
fly into the flood areas for confer­ 
ences with governors of the flooded 
states. 
In Connecticut, 
Gov. Abraham 
Ribicoff has visited virtually every 
stricken scene, called a special ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, blocked the 
moving of pre-fab houses out of the 
state, and taken time to blast any 
effort to woo industry out of the 
area. 
£ Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks arrived in Hartford Friday 
and immediately released half a 
million pieces of machinery held 
In reserve in case of an atom bomb 
attack. 
In the smallest communities, un­ 
sung local officials were on the 
job to get services back to normal. 
Often they didn’t look like officials. 
They wore khaki slacks and blue 
denim shirts as they climbed over 
^rubble to locate sources of trouble. 
Here in Torrington, Mayor Wil­ 
liam Carroll typifies the hard-work­ 
ing official of the disaster com­ 
munities 
It is no time for pomp. Carroll,

governor, 
works at his desk in his shirt­ 
sleeves. His desk is so covered 
with reports on the flood and re­ 
building situation that he keeps his 
telephone on the floor.

That’s one of the problems faced 
by thq state in trying to keep up 
with traffic needs, says Lowell F. 
Schaeublin, assistant highway di­ 
rector. 
The state official made his ob­ 
servation in countering criticism 
that his departm ent failed to build 
major roads fast enough. 
He readily conceded that the 
state had only 50 million dollars 
worth of new highways under con­ 
tract so far this year. But he said 
the total would hit 180 million dol­ 
lars by year end. That will be in 
addition to the 241-mile Northern 
Ohio Turnpike due for opening next 
Oct. I. 
The state total will be%in excess 
of 200 millions in 1956, Schaeublin 
insisted, mostly for major thorough 
fares. 
That, he added, compares with 
an average of 45 to 50 millions in 
past years and 115 millions last 
year, the departm ent’s best. 
The department now is preparing 
its 1957-58 construction program. 
And that presents another prob­ 
lem, the 
assistant director ex­ 
plained. 
Increased traffic in some areas 
outdates plans for tvvo-lane high­ 
ways before they are built. Rapid 
development of shopping centers 
produced such situations in some 
areas. Two lane plans were delayed 
for a shift to four lanes. Traffic 
from the turnpike also may create 
unexpected

for

roads. 
When traffic on a road jumps to

highway 
builders say four lanes are needed. 
The state highway construction 
council’s program for 1955-56 calls 


for about 47 miles of urban high­ 
ways costing nearly 128 million dol­ 
lars and 532 miles of m ajor roads ;

millions.

The Legislature created the con- \ 
struction council to supervise the 
spending of funds from .a 500 mil­ 
lion dollar highway bond issue au­ 
thorized by voters in 1953.

CENSUS BUREAU’S report that farms 
and farm improvements in Kansas — one 
of* the leading agricultural states — are 
worth over $4 billion, an increase of nearly 
a -billion dollars in five year, shows a re­ 
markable gain in values coincident with a 
slump in farm. prices during the same pe­ 
riod by approximately 20 per cent. 
Size has a good deal to do with it. Dur­ 
ing the five-year period the number of 
Kansas farms declined from 131,394 to 
120,167. This has had a two-way impact. 
The larger size farms are usually profit­ 
able despite the shrinkage in value of farm 
crops. Indeed a major factor in the increas­ 
ing size of farms is the inability of smaller 
farmers to make a go of it, and they sell 
to the larger operators. 
With large farm operation profitable, the 
market price of farm land is held up by 
competitive bidding, including that by men 
who have made money in town and hear the 
country calling them. 
The farm problem, as is often cited, is 
chiefly one of trying to preserve the way 
of life of the small farmers. The same is 
true to 6ome degree in business. The trend 
toward bigness is enexorable. The average 
farm and its buildings in Kansas are valued 
at $34,757. Operating equipment adds many 
thousands of dollars. The young f e l l o w 
without inheritance, desiring to be a farm­ 
er, is virtually barred from realizing his 
ambition by the size of the stake he needs. 


MCDONALD S VICTORY 
COVERING 35,000 workers in 62 plants 
of the American and the Continental Can 
Companies, a guaranteed wage plan for 52 
weeks of the year will go into effect on 
October I. 
This was obtained under the leadership 
of David J. McDonald, president of t h e 
United Steelworkers, CIO. Idled workers 
will draw the equivalent of 65 per cent of 
take-home pay, including state jobless 
compensation. Eligible workers are those 
with three years or more of seniority. 
Union estimates are that a can company 
worker without dependents will get $45 per 
week for 52 weeks of unemployment and 
the worker with dependents will get $49 per 
week. Companies pay up to five cents per 
hour into trust funds which will supply the 
benefits. 
In contrast, the plan won by Walter 
Keuther of the United Auto Workers, CIO, 
provides for cash benefits ranging up to 
$25 per week to supplement state unem­ 
ployment insurance for a maximum of 26 
weeks. McDonald has won for his u n i o n 
double the time protection and more money 
per week. 
“Nothing like this has ever been achiev­ 
ed before in American labor-management 
negotiations,” says McDonald jubilantly. 
Whether it will keep on happening remains 
to be disclosed. If, during the first pro­ 
longed period of unemployment the funds 
are dissipated, that will be the end of guar­ 
anteed annual wages. 


George E. Sokol sky's 
These Days 


In the past session of Congress, seven 
resolutions were introduced proposing con­ 
stitutional amendments c h a n g i n g the 
method for nominating and electing the 
President and Vice President of the United 
States. What it all comes down to is that 
there seems to be an excitement a b o u t 
having a more direct election of these of­ 
ficers. 
The main objection to the Electoral sys­ 
tem is that an unfair discrimination exists 
whereby the “individual voter in New York 
State has fifteen times the vote-power in 
Presidential elections as an equally impor­ 
tant individual citizen in Delaware.” Per­ 
sonally, I cannot get excited by the arith­ 
metic. 
What is causing the citizen profound con­ 
cern is that he actually does not have 
much choice in the selection of a President. 
He is given two names, selected by a 
small group in each party, and he has to 
vote for one or the other or not at all. 
Let me recount the inside story of the 
Willkie nomination as an example of what 
actually happens. But before I go on with 
the story, permit me to make the p o i n t 
that every once in a while, I read a letter 
from someone calling attention to an error 
of fact in an article in this column, the 
error being that the letter-writer n e v e r 
heard of the matter to which I refer, while 
I am recounting what is to me a personal 
experience because I handled the matter 
personally. 
I was once associated with the National 
Association of Manufacturers and at that 
time a group of big business men decided 
that they had to find a candidate to defeat 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and that the ordi­ 
nary Republican would not do because he 
could not get elected. So, Wendell Willkie, 
a lawyer for Commonwealth and Southern, 
who had come up from Ohio, was studied 
as one of several prospects. He believed 
in private enterprise and was a top-notch 
public relations man. 
So they decided to test him out and they 
got him on a session of the Town Meeting 
of the Air, where he did a splendid job. 
Now, I am not talking from books because 
I worked on that job along with some other 
wordsmiths. 
So Willkie made good and a special or­ 
ganization was established and duly fi­ 
nanced to mobilize American business in 
every town in the United States for Wen­ 
dell Willkie. This was highly camouflaged 
and its existence is still denied, but I was 
there. So the denials make no impression 
upon me. I know a lot of other people who 
were there. 
So all of a sudden, this comparatively 
obscure man, who had been a Socialist at 
college and a registered Democrat in New 
York, and who got his job because he was 
a Democrat, was made into a Republican 
and was put over as a colossal tribune of 
the people, who would defeat Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. (Incidentally, and this can be 
checked, some of these business men con­ 
tributed to Roosevelt as well as to Will­ 
kie.) 
I cite this example because I personally 
witnessed this organization in its early 
stages and then voted for Roger Babson to 
salve my conscience. And many unbeliev­ 
able incidents related to this effort come 
to my mind whenever I think of a free 
election and the free choice of the people.

WASHINGTON M — Today the 
United States and Russia faced the 
first test on whether the pleasan­ 
tries they exchanged at Geneva 
live weeks ago mean anything. 
They are meeting officially, for 
the first time since Geneva, in a 
United Nations subcommittee to 
d i s c u s s disarmament. Britain, 
France and Canada are sitting in 
with them. 
If only a little is accomplished, 
in the way of concessions or agree­ 
ments, it will look like much be­ 
cause nothing much is expected. 
A much more im portant m eet­ 
ing, and a bigger est of both sides’ 
good intentions, comes Oct. 27 at 
Geneva when the Big Four foreign 
ministers get together to go over 
more problems than just disarm a­ 
ment. 
The United States and Russia 
have discussed disarm am ent many 
times before — but never in the 
strangely pleasant atmosphere that 
prevails now — and both sides have 
m ade some concessions. 
Russia made its biggest conces­ 
sion last May when it agreed to the 
idea of letting foreign inspectors 
stay in Russia and check on Rus­ 
sian disarmament — if a disarm a­ 
m ent agreement is ever reached. 
This was an extremely limited 
kind of inspection the Russians 
agreed to. The inspectors could not 
ro am Russia. They’d be restricted 
to m ajor rail centers, harbors and 
airfields. The United States had in­ 
sisted on a much wider kind of 
inspection. 
At Geneva President Eisenhower 
went the Soviets one better by 
proposing that each side let the 
other keep a check by aerial in­ 
spection. Eisenhower got a lot of 
mileage out of his proposal, propa­ 
ganda-wise. 
The Russians were caught flat­ 
footed and to this day have neither 
accepted 
Eisenhower’s plan, 
re­ 
jected it, nor come up with some 
other plan of their own. 
It is possible the Russians will 
provide a sensation in the U.N. 
subcom mittee meeting by 
some 
offer that would match or outdo Ei­ 
senhow er’s. If they have such an 
intention, they’ve kept it quiet 
If 
they 
accept 
Eisenhower’s 
aerial inspection plan, it is the 
P resident who may wind up em ­ 
ba rra sse d 
for 
the 
U.S. 
Senate 
would have to approve both a dis­ 
a rm a m en t and inspection plan. 
The Senate might not go for the 
aerial check idea. The Russians, 
since they don’t have to answer 
to their people, are in a better 
position to offer a plan which they 
can make stick. 
Nothing done at the subcom m it­ 
tee meeting is final anyway.. That 
m eeting, while it can be useful, 
is like a scouting expedition into 
the thinking of the Big Four. 
All the representatives at the 
subcom m ittee meeting can do is 
report back to their governm ents— 
for any approval to be given— 
o r what the other side has offered.

Funds are apportioned on the 
basis of the number of children 
between the ages of 5 and 17, in­ 
clusive, and the need for assis­ 
tance in the state as indicated 
by the relation of per capita in­ 
com e in the U. S. to that of the 
state.

children in

Fertilizer speeded the matur­ 
ity of wheat, boosted y i e l d s 
from one to nine bushels per 
acre and helped the crop make 
more efficient use of available 
soil moisture in North 
Dakota 
tests. 
Results of these wheat fertiliz­ 
ing tests at six North Dakota 
agricultural experiment stations 
in the past three years w e r e 
summarized here for the Middle 
W est 
Soil 
Improvement 
Com­ 
m ittee by North 
Dakota 
State 
College agronomists. 
These agronomists point out 
that because of inadequate rain­ 
fall, many farmers use moisture 
conservation methods such as 
fallow, timely tillage, weed con­ 
trol and intertilled crops in rota­ 
tion. 
Moisture 
conservation 
plus 
plant 
nutrients 
gives higher 
yields. 
The fertilised wheat had larg­ 
er root system s, greater leaf- 
area, 
taller 
straw 
and 
more 
stooling. The larger roots help­ 
ed the plant reach deeper f o r 
moisture. 
The fertilized crops used less 
moisture to grow more bushels 
than the unfertilized wheat, the 
tests indicated. In seven out of 
12 tests, the fertilized fields had 
more soil moisture after wheat 
harvest than did the untreated 
plots. Three had less and on two 
fields the soil’s moisture content 


was the same after harvest on 
both fertilized and unfertilized 
plots. 
The faster maturity of the fer­ 
tilized wheat resulted in corres­ 
ponding 
earlier 
withdrawal of 
moisture 
from 
the 
soil, 
the 
agronomists report. 
The tests indicated that t h e 
use of phosphate fertilizer on fal­ 
low land and nitrogen-phosphate 
fertilizer on non-fallow land can 
increase grain yields en a high 
proportion 
of 
North 
Dakota 
farms. 
Summing up the results, E. B, 
Norum, North Dakota State Col­ 
lege agronomist said: 
“These 
tests indicate that 
crop yields 
are increased from the use 
of 
fertilizer even under conditions 
where low soil moisture serious­ 
ly limits the growth of crops. If 
there is sufficient 
moisture 
in 
the soil to warrant 
seeding 
a 
crop, appropriate f e r t i l i z e r 
should be used on soils deficient 
in available plant nutrients."

bloom these days in the green pas­ 
tures. A sizable p art of the big 
expansion program is being dis­ 
persed 
around the 
country 
and 
being located in or near the sm all­ 
er cities. 
Em ploym ent figures show this. 
For the nation as a whole factory 
jobs have risen sm artly in recent 
years, but in m ost of the biggest 
centers it has been barely holding 
its own, if that. 
It’s a two-way proposition: sm all­ 
er com m unities are actively seek­ 
ing new plants to give their people 
jobs; business has been seeking

conditions for its new factories. 
Some states and towns and river 
or highway associations have been 
m aking open bids for new plants. 
A num ber of railroads and utility 
com panies have active program s 
of encouraging new plants in their 
areas.

the new plants employ.

The stakes can be high. The 
Erie railroad, for exam ple, boasts 
that new plants along its lines this 
year — especially G eneral Motors 
at M ansfield, Ohio, Ford at Mah- 
wah, N .J., and National Biscuit at 
F air Lawn, N .J — can lead to an 
increase of IO million dollars a 
year in the road’s freight revenue. 
Some of the reasons corporations 
have given for dispersing plants 
into new and hitherto little indus­ 
trialized areas are: 
New pools of labor; som etim es 
cheaper wage rates; less employe 
turnover; lower land cost for ex­ 
pansion, parking or recreation fa­ 
cilities; often better and cheaper 
living conditions; and that intangi­ 
ble but pleasant asset—the feeling 
of being the big frog in a sm all 
pond.
